WAR POSSIBILITY 
. DISCOUNTED

The rumours which have gained 
currency during the day—aincluding 
reports of the evacnation of Russian 
towns, troop movements and railway 
restrictions—have one significant fea- 
ture: many of them appear to have 
emanated from German-occupied coun- 
tries. The inference is obviously that 
Germany is quite content that the 
rumours shall persist, and is thus 
attempting to cause.confusion, This 
is an old trick, designed either to 
conceal Germany's actual intentions or 
to divert attention from one channel 
to another. 

It is rumoured in Vichy diplomatic 
circles that “' since yesterday evening 
Russo-German relations have entered 
a particularly critical phase.” One of 
Germany’s chief aims is believed to be 
the carrying out of a long-prepared plan 
to reach Mosul, via Russia and Iran. 

The consensus of opinion expressed by 
Finnish newspapers and Helsinki cor- 
respondents of Swedish newspapers 
indicates that reports of Russo-German 
tension are not being taken seriously 
in Finland. 


A TRADE PACT ?

DANGEROUS SHELLING 


A military commentator of the Vichy ! 
News Agency says that on Wednesday 
Indians and de Gaullists attacked in 
mass formation, but were “thrown 
back with heavy losses.” Then, he 
adds, the Allies changed their tactics, 
seeking to infiltrate through the dis- 
trict studded with villages and gardens 
and cut with irrigation canals, which 
forms the immediate surroundings of 
the city. 

These attempts, chiefly during the 
night of Wednesday-Thursday, were, 
the commentator asserts, followed by 
“lively French reaction,” aimed at 
reducing the infiltrations. Fighting 
was chiefly in the Mezze district, in 
the direction of the main aerodrome of 
Damascus and the Beirut road. 

The commentator praises the fights of 
the Australians near the Damur River, 
says the Press Association: but, he

CONFUSED FIGHTING 


The British communiqué says that 
heavy fighting is in progress at Merj 
Ayoum, at the foot of Mount Hermon, 
where a strong French force was sur- 
rounded, and the situation there has 
not yet been fully cleared up. 

The commentator claims that Merj 
Ayoum—and Quneitra, whose recapture 
by the Allies was announced in Thurs- 
day's Cairc zommuniqué—is still hold- 
ing ut 

Fighting. he adds, is continuing in 
the region between the Jebel Druse 
and the road from Derra to Kiswe, 
particularly in the Ezra district, and 
even more to the south. 

A ‘‘confused tangle of fighting,” is 
his summing-up of the general situa- 
tion, which, he claims, has changed 
little in the last twenty-four hours. 


REPORT DENIED 


According to the Associated Press, 
German radio yesterday quoted an 
alleged report from Vichy denying that 
Britain had presented an ultimatum to 
General Dentz, the French Commander- 
in-Chief in Syria to surrender 
Damascus. 

The announcement of an ultimatum, 
said the radio, was an “ attempt to 
influence French troops and weaken 
the defence.’’—(Associated Press.) 


BERGELtET LEAVES

General Bergeret, the French Air 
Minister, arrived in Vichy from Beirut 
by air to-night, says Lyons radio. He 
immediately saw Admiral Darian, to 
whom he reported on events in Syria. 
General Bergeret is- reported to have 
“‘expressed -satisfaction at General 
Dentz’s conduct of the operations.” 


FRENCH CLAIMS 

An official communiqué issued in 
Vichy last night states :— 

‘‘The British effort was concentrated 
unsuccessfully yesterday on Damascus 
and Merj Ayoum. The British and 
Indian elements which had succeeded 
in advancing in the area south and 
south-west of Damascus were counter- 
attacked by our armoured detachments, 
which pushed them back, taking 400 
prisoners. 

“In the mountainous region of 
Southern Lebanon an attack launched 
against Merj Ayoum yesterday after- 
noon was repulsed by our troops. We 
took 80 prisoners in this operation.

In this book the author examines the 
causes of this situation and suggests 
remedies. The plain fact, as he points 
out, is that for several principal 
reasons the law 1s too cumbersome, 
doubtful, inaccessible and costly to 
fulfil its function of safeguarding the 
rights of the individual. 

The first reason he offers—one whic. 
has long been recognised—is that the 
codification of the Common Law is 
overdue. The system whereby cases are 
decided solely by reference to earlier 
judicial decisions on similar sets of 
circumstances is much outdated, and is 
entirely inadequate to the needs of 
twentieth-century life. 


The Example of Justinian 


As many readers may: have dis- 
covered, Scripture is not the only thing 
which the Devil can quote to his pur- 
pose. Mr. Hart, in his remedial 
proposals, ge to the example of 
Justinian; he suggests that a code 
of laws should be drawn up from the 
principles shown by careful study to 
emerge from the mass of judicial deci- 
sions available, and that citation in 
court from the original reports should 
thenceforth be prohibited. 

Few jurists will doubt that such 
codification would produce the desired 
effect, but many will be found to ques- 


tion both the practicability of the 
work and the likelihood of its ever 
being undertaken. Essential pre- 


requisites are a group of trained 
lawyers unusually able and acute of 
intellect, adequate inducement to them 
to forsake for an indefinite period of 
vears their professional practice, and, 
last but not least, a Legislature alive 
to the need for reform and willing to 
attack the problem courageously. 

This volume also lays mach blame 
at the feet of established judicial pro- 
cedure, an indictment which will find

too much rigidity and too much sur- 
lusage about our legal procedure. It 
as often been said by eminent lawyers 
that the District Court set up. by the 
1924 Courts of Justice Act is the only 
really efficient and satisfactory Court 
in this country, the reason being that 
in the District Court alone has any 
effective attempt been made to dis- 
ense with obsolete and obstructive 
ormality and technicality. Among the 
reforms of procedure here recomended 
are the abolition of the jury trial in 
civil cases and the introduction of a 
‘‘Preliminary Hearing’’ of every sub- 
stantial case, to ascertain quickly and 
cheaply the real issues between the 
parties to the action. 

Both of these suggestions seem sen- 
sible and reasonable. . 


The Civil Jury 


The civil jury, as both litigant and 
lawyer know, donbles the cost and the 
time of any trial. The only rational 
argument in favour of the retention of 
the jury for the trial of non-criminal 
matters—that justice and impartiality 
are more likely to be found in the 
minds of twelve random householders 
than in the mind of a trained profes- 
sonal ay considered by most 
to be a fallacy. 

Mr. Hart, of course, is dealing with 
the English system, and some of nis 
proposals are already in execution in 
this country: the establishment of a 
Ministry of Justice, for instance, and 
the abolition of the multiple appeal. 
Most of his recommendations, how- 
ever, are equally applicable to the 
Irish system. he Irish mind, in- 
deed, is less hidebound than the 
English by disproportionate veneration 
for established law and procedure; the

Y now the Intermediate Examina- 
tion is almost over.
